23. (currently amended) A method for treating an eye comprising: 

i05;erling into an eye a device comprising a piercing member hayin^ a proxim al e nd md n 
iUiiUiLPJAd and a lumen don ned the r ebetween and a cannula slidably disposed within the lumen 
j)icrcin*z member, wherein the step of inserting the device into the eye comprises penetrating the 
eye with the piercing member and advancing the piercing member through the eye; 

advancing the cannula through the piercing member jumciiLtowurds a treatment site; 

piercing tlic treatment site with the cannula; and 

treating the eye by administering and/or aspirating material through the cannula, 

24. (previously presented) The method of claim 23 wherein the step of treating the 
eye comprises administering a therapeutic agent to the eye through the cannula. 

25. (original) The method of claim 23 wherein the therapeutic agent is administcre-d 
subreiinally to the patient's eye. 

26. (previously presented) The method of claim 23 wherein Ihe maxinuim cross- 
seclional dimension of the piercing mcnibcr is about 25 gauge or smaller. 

27. (previously presented) A method of tieating an eye, comprising: 

piercing the eye with a piercing member and inscrling the piercing member into the 
vitrc(.)us luunor of the eye, the piercing member having a proximal end and a distal end and a 
lumen defined therebetween; 

angling the piercing member in any direction so as to guide the cannula to any treatment 
site within the eye; 
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iidvtincing a ciuinula Ihiough the piercing member lumen ami beyond ihc distal end of ihc 
piercing member; 

guiding the cannula through the vitreous humor of the eye to the treatment site; *ind 
treaiing the treatment site. 

28. (orifiinal) The metliod of claim 27 v/herein the step of guiding the cannula lo the 
trcaljuent sile comprises: 

ddvuncing the cannula within the eye until the distal end of the cannula is within the 
Ircalmcnt site. 

29. (original) The method of claim 27 or 28 wherein the step oftreoting the ireatmeni 
silo comprises: 

supplying a medicament through tlic cannula and into the treatment site via the disUil end 
of the cannula. 

30. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the niedieamcnl is 
selected from (he group consisting of genes, proteins, cells, small molecule phannaccutioals and 
sterile solutions. 

3 1 . (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the step of treating tlic 
Ireatnjcnt she comprises withdrawing material from the treatment site into the distal end of the 
cannula. 

32. (previously presented) Yho method of claim 27 wherein the step of piercing the 
eye with a picrcuig member comprises insciling the distal end of the piercing member into and 
through the eye's sclera. 

33. (previously prcscjiled) The method of claiin 27 wherein the Ircalmcnt site is 
selected from the group consisting of the eye's retina and the eye's vitreous humor. 
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34. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the treatment site is the 
eye's (cUnn and tjic step of treating the treatment site coitipriscs: 

injcctinB nicdicanicnt through the cannula and under the retina such that a dome-shaped 
retijial delachment is formed. 

35. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the outer diameter of the 
piercing member is about 25 gauge or smaller.

42. (iiroviously presented) Tlic method oFclaim 24 wherein a tlicrapeulic agent Is 
adnunistcrcd to the eye to treat retinal detachment, vascular occhision, proliferative retinopathy, 
diabetic rctinopatliy, inflammation, degenerative disease, vascular disease or a tumor. 

43. (previously presented) The mclhod of claim 24 wherein Ihe therapeutic agent is 
?4dministcred sub-relinally within the eye. 
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44. Obliviously preyenled) The method of claim 24 wherein the cannula is positioned 
wilhin siibrctinnl space ofthc eye and a therapeutic agent is injected from tlie cannula into Ihe 
snhrelin^il space. 

45. (previously presented) The method of claim 23 furlher comprising removing 
nuiterial from the eye with the device. 

46. (previously presented) The method of claim 45 wherein inlmvilrcal fluid is 
removed from Ihc eye. 

47. (previously presented) The method of claim 23 wherein the outer diameter of the 
piercing nieniber i$ sn^all enough to allow the insertion site to self-seul following withdrawal of 
the piercing member from tlic eye.

40. (previously presented) '['he method of claim 27 wherein the piercing member is 
inserted into the sclera of the eye. 

50, (previously presented) T)ic method of claim 27 wherein the piercing member is 
advanced liansconjiinctivally through the eye. 

5 1 , (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wlierein the cannula comprises a 
polymer, 

52, (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the treating comprises 
adininisterlng to the eye a therapeutic agent through the cannula,

to ihe eye. 
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54. (previously presented) The method of claim 52 wherein a thi;rapeutic tigcnt is 
ad/iiinistcrcd to ihc eye to ti*cat retinal detachment, vascular occlusion, proliferative retinopaihy, 
diabetic relinopiilhy, InQammalion* degenerative disease, vascular disease or a tumor. 

55. (previously prcst^nted) I hc method of claim 52 wherein the tlicrapeutie agent is 
administered sub-rctinaily in the eye, 

56. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the treating comprises 
rcmovijig material from tlie eye with the device. 

57. (previously presented) *1 he method of claim 56 wherein intravitrcal fluid is 
removed from the eye. 

58. (previously presented) The method of claim 52 wherein the cannula is positioned 
svilhin snbrciiiifil space of the eye and a therapeutic agent is injected from the cannula into the 
sxibrelinal space, 

59. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 whereiji ihe outer diameter of the 
piercing member is small enough to allow the insertion site to self-seal following withdrawal of 
the piercing member from the eye. 

60* (i^rcviously presented) A method for treating an eye comprising: 
inserting into an eye a device comprising an outer member having a proximal end and a 
distill end, a cannula slidably disposed within the outer member, and a piercing member at the 
distal end ofthc outer member, wherein the step of insertuig the device into the eye comprises 
piercing the eye with tlie piercing member and advancing the piercing imcmbcr and at least a 
poilion of (he outer member into the eye; 

advancing the cannula through the outer member and beyond the distal end to the 
IreiiLiuent site; and 
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trcaliug llie eye by adminisleiing and/or aspirating malcrial ihrough llic cannula. 

6 1 . (previously presented) 'I'he method of elaim 60 whcrci n llic device is inserted 
into the sclera of the eye. 

62. (previously presented) The method of claim 60 wliercin the device is advanced 
tiansconjunctivolly through the eye. 

63. (previously presented) The mcUiod of claim 60 wherein the cannula comprises a 
polymer. 

64^ (previously presented) The method of claim 60 wherein Ihe step of treating the 
eye comprises administering to the eye a therapeutic agent with the device. 

65. (previously presented) The method of claim 64 wherein ihe therapeutic agent is 
administered through the cannula to the treatment site, 

66. (previously presented) The method of claim 64 wherein a steroid is administered 
to the eye. 

67. (previously presented) The method of claim 64 wliercin a therapeutic agent is 
administered to the eye to treat retinal detachment, vascular occlusion, proliferative retinopathy, 
diabetic rclinopcUhy, inflammation, degenerative disease, vascular disease or a tumor, 

68. (previously presented) The method of claim 64 wherein the therapeutic agent is 
administered sub-retinally within the eye, 

69. (previously presented) The method of claim 64 wherein the caimula is positioned 
wiUiin the subretinal space of the eye and a therapeutic agent is injected from the cannula into 
the subrelinal space. 
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70. (previously presented) The method of claim 60 further comprising removing 
material front ihe eye with the device. 

71 . (previously presented) I'he melliod of claim 70 wherein intrdvilreal lluid is 
removed from the eye. 

72. (previously presented) 'I'hc method of claim 60 wherein the outer diameter ofthe 
outer member ijs small enough to allow the insertion site to self-seal following v^thdrawal ofthe 
piercing member froni ihc eye. 

73. (previously pi^esented) The method of claini 60 wherein the outer member outer 
diameter 13 about 25 gauge or less. 

74. (previously presented) The method of claim 23 wherein tlic piercing member 
create^ an opening in the eye that is self-sealing, 

75. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein the piercing mcjnbcr 
creates an opening in the eye Uiai is self-sealing. 

76. (previously presented) The metliod of claim 60 wherein the piercing member 
creates an opejiing in the eye that is self-sealing. 

77. (previously presented) The method of claim 23 or 60, further comprising Ihe step 
of angling the piercing member, after the piercing member is within the vitreous humor ofthe 
eye in any direction so as to guide the cannula to any trealment site within the eye. 

78. (previously presented) The mctliod of claim 77, wherein the piercing member is 
angled so as lo heat nuiUiple treatment sites witli a single insertion ofthe piercing member into 
Ihe eye, 
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79. (previously presented) The melhod of claim 27 ftu lher comprising, after U cfiling 
the trcnlrnciU site, anjjling the pierciny member to a different direction so fis to guide Ihe cannula 
towiuds a .secoml treatment site; advancing the cannula to the second a treatment site; and 
trcatinjf thu second treatment site. 
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
